APPLETON, Wis., Oct, 30 —The towoa 
visited by William J. Bryan in the 
Badger state this morning were liber- 
ally bedecked with yellow. Kot since 
he left the Ohio river valley has he en- 
countered crowds so antagonistic to his 
views. There were a large number of 
white ribbonfl worn by his hearers, but 
the majority of the people addressed 
by him at the first few stops this morn- 
ing did not hesitate to show their pref- 
erence for the yellow metal. 


At Green Bay Mr. Bryan addressed 
a crowd of several thousand people. 
There was not much enthusiasm at thé 
start, but before the nominee had con- 
cluded his speech hii audience was 
applauding him liberally. He spoke 
from a platform in Whitney park, ex- 
Governor Peck introducing him. Mr, 
Bryan said: "We believe that the 
people are suffering from the effects of 
a gold standard. That standard was 
fastened upon this country more than 
twent y years ago without public dis- 
cuasion. The very iact that the people 
knew nothing about it, the fact that 
their consent was not asked nor their 
wishes expressed, ought to be sufficient 
to make the people investigate the de- 
monetization of silver. This city itself 
was the home of Senator Howe and he, 
in speakingupon the subject, expressed 
himself with an empht^is which I cannot 
surpass. His language in regard to the 
effects of the single gold standard ought 
to call the attention of the people of 
the neighborhood to that subiect so 
that they will investigate it for them- 
selves. But I remember Senator Howe 
for another reaion. If I am not mis- 
taken, it was Senator Howe who was 
one of the principal advocates of the 
income tax at the time that it was 
abolished, back in the '70's. 
If you 
will read what he says about the justice 
of the income tax, you will then under- 
stand why it is that we believe the 
income tax is still proper in this coun- 
tiy, and, my friends, while I am on this 
subject, if anybody ever tells you that 
we have not treated the supreme court 
as gently as we ought to, I want to find 
out who the man is who criticises what 
we say. 


"You will find that the people who 
are best satisfied with the income tax 
decision are the people with large 
incomes, who are shirking their dutks 
to the government and trying to secure 
its protection without paying their- 
share of the taxes. You will find that 
the men who are so anxious that 
nothing should be said about the in- 
come tax decision are men who attack 
every court and every decision that is 
against them, and never show respect 
for law, or authority or anything else 
unless it is of advantage to them to do 
so. 
We declare against contracts pay- 
able in a particular kind of money. 
We are in favor of legislation which, 
for 
the future, will present the 
means of special contracts and our 
reason for it is that money is a thing 
necessary to our society, and if we have 
two kinds of money it is desirable that 
they should float together. If contracts 
are made payable ia a particular kind 
of money and if you have enough of 
those special contracts, you create an 
extra demand for one kind of money 
and you drive it to a premium and 
destroy the parity 
between 
your 
monies. I do not believe that any 
individual should defy the government 
and attempt to destroy the govern- 
ment's financial policy." 


Short stops were made at Depre and 
Eaukana and there also was a liberal 
amount of yellow ribbons displayed. 
Mr. Bryan's speeches were along the 
same line as those given by him else- 
where.

GENERAL HARRISON. 


His Trip From Indianapolis to 
Fort Wayne, 


Three Thonsaiid jpeople Greet Him at 
Greenfield. His First Stop- 
pings Place. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, October 30.— 
Ex-President 
Harrison 
left Indian- 
apolis by special train at 9 o'clock this 
morning on his two days' speaking 
tour through Indiana, his itenerary 
covering the eastern and northern 
towns of the state. A lew personal 
friends accompanied him, among them 
being John Finney, of Boston, who will 
make several speeches. 


ANDERSON, Ind., Oct. 30.—The train 
was in charge of Supt. W. G. Darling- 
ton, of the Pennsylvania road. The 
first stop was at Greenfield. On a stand 
a few feet irom the railroad, General 
Harrison spoke for twenty minutes to 
three or four thousand. 
He addressed 
himself to a comparison of the financial 
plank of the democratic platforms of 
'88, '92 and '96. He said: 


"A great deal has been said about 
the consistency of individuals. 
That 
is not of the highest importance to the 
people. The question of a man's con- 
sistency may be important to h^m, but 
it is not very important to anybody 
else. The question of the consistency 
of parties is more important because 
my friends, my democratic friends, 
if you were asked today to condemn 
and denounce doctrines 
upon the 
money question which in the campaign 
of '92 and in the campaign of '88 you 
were asked to favor and promote, you 
may well put those who give you that 
advice upon a showing as to why they 
ask you to thus change your position. 
In '88 your platform did not declare for 
the free and unlimited and in depend 
ent coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1. It not only did not make such a 
declaration but it nominated a candi- 
date and you supported him, who 
was 
not only 
opposed 
to the 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1, but who 
was opposed to the coinage of $2 000,- 
000 of silver a month 
under the 
Bland-Allison bill. 
The republican 
party did not favor the proposition to 
stop this coinage of $2,000 000 of silver 
a month and denounced in their cam- 
paign or that year the proposition to 
stop this coinage. They said they were 
in favor of bimetallism in that cam- 
paign."

Channcey M, Depew Also Visits 
tbe Major, 


LONDON, Oct, 3 0 —The correspondent 
of the London Times at Berlin fur- 
nishes his newspaper with an import- 
ant statement regarding the finances 
of Russia. He says: "I hear from St. 
Petersburg that the czar bas decided to 
postpone the currency reform which it 
was proposed to submit to tbe state 
council this autumn. This proposed 
reform of the Russian currency briefly 
was to be an introduction of a new gold 
coinage to correspond exactly with the 
present value of the silver and the 
paper rouble. The ministry of the 
finance is offering to purchase bullion 
and foreign gold. Some twenty tons of 
new coined silver are arriving every 
fortnight from France and the new 
copper coinage is being struck at the 
mint in Birmingham. 
All Russian 
oilicials are now paid partly in gold and 
silver and the public is compelled to 
accept metal to which it has not hith- 
erto been used. The proposed coinage 
has been celled devaluation and de- 
preciation of the currency by its oppo- 
nents and most disastrcu3 consequences 
are foretold, including the probable 
tfflux of gold."

action 
will be taken by the clearing house as 
a body. 
President Simons, of the 
clearing house, also siiys there is noth- 
ing in the present financial situation to 
excite alarm and that the banks are 
abundantly able to meet any emergency 
that may arise. President Tappan, of 
the Clearing House Loan company, 
says the money market will be taken 
care of. President Nash, of the Corn 
Exchange National bank, says the 
banks will keep the money rate down 
so far as legitimate borrowers are con- 
cerned, aiid all banks will lend money 
today.

he 
went to Germany and stayed 
there for several jears. In 1872 it was 
proposed to appoint him ambassador of 
the German empire at the Vatican, but 
Piux IX refused his assent to the pro- 
ject and Prince Von Hohenlohe re- 
suined his functions of cardinal at 
Rome in 1876 
In 1879 he was pro- 
moted to be cardinal, bishop of Albano, 
but as the result of dissensions in the 
papal court, Pince Hohenlohe resigned 
his title of cardinal bishop ac-d again 
returned to Germany, where he set- 
tled upon his estates. 
In 1884, how- 
ever, he once more returned to Rome 
and resumed the rank of a cardinal 
priest. 


A PLAYFUL CYCLONE. 


It Arises in the River Two Miles 
From New Orleans. 


Sweeps Along: the Water Front, Then 
Enters the City and Toys Awhile 
With Buildings. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 30.—Yester- 
day evening a little cyclone passed over 
the city, taking in about two miles of 
the river front. It started from a 
waterspout in the river and disappeared 
in the s«me direction. It first struck 
the warehouse of the Independent 
Cotton Oil company and wrecked the 
building. 
Most of the employes had 
just left for the mills proper and 
miraculousljr escaped injury. It barely 
touched the new elevator of the Illinois 
Central, damaging one of the conveyors. 
The wind then twisted down one of the 
streets near the river, tore off" the roo's 
of several residences and finally landed 
among the cotton presses, wrecking the 
fire proof press and damaging others. 
It then as suddenly turned to the river 
and disappeared.

The grand Harrison rally held in 
this city today marks the closing 
glories of the republican campaign, 
this attraction being the last one of 
significance outside of the railroad 
rally tomorrow, to be held before the 
final battle of ballots nex»; Tuesday. 


General Benjamin Harrison will not 
arrive in the city until6:45 o'clock this 
evening but the name of the ex-presi- 
dent captured the crowd.

The regret to many 
who attended is that they will be 
unable to stay over until tonight and 
hear the distinguished statesman. This 
privilege many must forego owing to 
the long distance to their homes or by 
reason of the necessity for taking cer- 
tain trains.

THE PARADE. 


At noon the parade left its starting 
point and occupied nearly an hour in 
passing a given point. It was made up 
largely of vehicles, the marching clubs 
appearing in the front ranks.

General Harrison will arrive at 6:45 
o'clock this evening over the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana and will be met at 
the depot by a selected escort. The 
ex-president will not leave his private 
car until he goes to the big tent to 
deliver his speech. This tent is pitched 
in the jail flits and is capable of eeat- 
ing 10.000 people. 


The program was filled in this after 
noon with several addresses, the princi- 
pal speaker being Hon, William D. 
Owen. 


Previous to this evening's speaking 
there will be a parade of the marching 
clubs through the principal down town 
thoroughfares.

MeKlnlesr Was for Stiver. 


There u no doubt at all but that Mr. 
MoKinley at one time was a strong 
adToeate of the free coinage of silver. 
H e said in a letter to the Hon. E. S. 
Perkins, of Medina, Ohio. 
September 
27,1890, "I have always been in favor 
V>f the free and unlimited coinage of 
the silver product of 
the ' United 
States." 


He declared, in a apeech delivered 
the same year: "When merehandlBe 
is the isheapest men are the poorest, 
and the most distressing experience in 
the hiitory of our country, ayè, in our 
human hwtory have been when every- 
thing was the lowest and cheapest 
measurei by gold, when, everything 
was the highest and dearest, measured 
by labor. We want no return of cheap 
times in our country ; we have no wish 
to adopt the eondition of other na- 
tions.^' 


He also said at a great speech deliv- 
ered at Toledo, February 12. 1891, 
«Inking of Grover Cleveland: 
"He 
was dishonoring one of our precious 
metals, one of bur grest products, dis- 
C K d i t i n g silver and enhancing the 
priée of gold." 


Up to the day ot his nomination Mr. 
McEinley never uttered a word on the 
question of free coinage of silver that 
wasn't in support of the prineiples laid 
down in the democratic platform, 
fie 
never cast a vote that wasn't in har- 
mony with that idea. 
In 1878 he 
iroted for the free coinage bill, just 
such as is demanded today by the 
Chici^ platform. He not only voted 
for the free coinage bill, but voted for 
what is known as the Matthews reso 
lution, whieh declared" aU the bonds of 
thé United States issued, or authorized 
to be issued under said acts of con 
gresS. hereinbefore cited, are payable 
principal and interest^ in silver dollars 
of the coinage of the United States, 
contûning 412^ grain« each of standard 
silver, and thai to restore toits coinage 
such silver coins as a lèg^ tender in 
payment of said'bonds, principal and 
interèst, is not în ¿.violatidn of, public 
fdth or in derogation of the rights of 
the public credi^." 


The ealise ana thie cure. 


The men who engmeered the act of 
February 12,1873, demonetizing silyer, 
from which such disastrous 
conse- 
quences have flowed, had Bome motive 
in view. What was it? The scheme 
did not engender itself, but was con- 
trived with some end in view. No- 
body demanded or expected or im 
agined the possibility of the passage of 
such a measure as the demonetisation 
of silver, and many of the members of 
congress who voted for it and the 
president who signed the bill were 
ignorant of the fact that they were 
fastening such legislation upon the 
country. Why then was it passed ? 


The real purpose of that "crime of 
1S73" was the destruction of one half 
the primary money of the world in this 
nation so that money loaners could 
profit by the scarcity. It was a project 
to take silver, the old time money of 
mankind, from its place as a precious 
metal and make it a common merchan- 
dise. The gold producing nations were 
in the scheme, and America was hood 
winked. The authors of the measure 
planned to destroy one half of the 
money resource of the world, and thus 
to double the purchasing power of the 
other half. 


The intrigue was to put upon gold 
the entire monetary office; to change 
every contract in the United States; to 
make every debt worth twice its face, 
and to divide by two the resources and 
strength of every working man under 
the circle of the sun. It was a far 
reaching and profound scheme to halve 
the price of every gift of nature and 
every product of human industry in the 
world and to compel the payment of 
every debt with a measure of two for 
one. 


The real authors of this scheme 
understood it perfectly well. 
They 
knew what they were about with their 
"harmless accident of legislation." The 
plan and motive of the thing done was 
not revealed until it began to declare 
itself in the industrial and commercial 
ruin of the nation, and enrich the 
money lenders at the expense of the 
masses. The people 
have the op- 
portunity at the polls next 
Tues- 
day to right this wrong—to restore 
silver to its constitutional place as the 
f qu%l of gold. Will they do it ? 


Basket ball which will be played 
a feature of the physical department in 
the Young Woman's Christian associa 
tion, is a game not generally under- 
stood. One cannot enter into the spirit 
of the game by simply reading the 
rules that govern the play, but must 
see or participate in the actual play 
To play the game a basket is placed at 
each end of the hall, nine or ten feet 
from the fl oor. The young women w ho 
are to play form two divisions or teams, 
and are placed by the captain in favor- 
able positions between the two goals. 
The object of the game is to get the 
inflated rubber ball into the opponent' 
goal while defending the home goal 
that the ball is not placed in it by the 
opponent. This may only be done by 
passing the ball or tossing it, hence all 
roughness is avoided. Bealizing that 
the game may be better understood by 
watching the plays, two divisions of 
young women have organized the first 
team of basket ball and are at present 
practicing for the exhibition to be 
given Monday evening, November 9 
This game will be played in one of the 
large halls of the city; the admission 
will be by ticket only, the tickets each 
admitting two young women will be 
free and may be secured at the associa 
tion house Friday and Saturday of next 
week.

WORKIHGMEH MAKE REPLY. 


To An Article Addressed to Laboring 
Men and Mechanics of Fort Wayne. 


At a regular meeting of the Anti-Government by Injunction 


Club, held on Thursday evening, Oct. 29th, the following address 


was unanimously adopted: 


HEADQUARTERS ANTI-GOVERNMENT

| 
Fort Wayne, Ind., Oct 29, 1896. | 
To E. Shuman, Horace Marriotte and Other Business Men Who 
Signed the Republican Address to the Mechanics and Laboring 
Men of Fort Wayne : 
Gentlemen—The issues to be settled at the. polls on Tuesday 
next are of the most vital importance to your interests ándito our 
interests. 
We, the undersigned, representing an organization of 
workingmen of Fort Wayne, have read your circular, addressed 
to mechanics and laboringmen. 
It is not essential at this tiitie to 
discuss whether your purposes and conclusions therein set forth 
are impertinent or not. 
It is unnecessary at this time to argue our 
own intelligence, our own fitness to be, in part, at least, the judges 
of what is best for ourselves. 
While your assumption of superior 
wisdom may answer your own unctuousness, it is not to be admitted 
unquestioned by ourselves. 


Seventy millions of people of this republic are pretty nearly 
equally divided upon the question of the free coinage of silver. This 
difference of opinion is drawn upon radical lines. One half of this 
people do not believe that a return to the bimetallism of the Consti- 
tution will "result in ruin and disaster," or that it will''bring upon 
us the most disastrous panic of modern times." W^ith half the people 
of the Nation in radical disagreement with you, we <3o not believe 
that you Avill persist in your assumption that you know all there is 
to be known of this, question, or even that your belief is entitled to 
more weight than that of those v» ho differ from you. 
You tell us in your circular: 
"Your interests as mechanics and laboring men and ours as 
merchants, manufacturers and business men cannot be separated. 
When we are prosperous you are; when we are not, you are not. 
Steady employment, good wages and prompt pay for you, means an 
active and profitable business for us." 


Your first proposition is true. Your last proposition is also 
true and embodies the conditions we hope to re-establsh by the 
crystallization into law of the principles of the last Democratic plat- 
form. 


Your statement: "Wheii we are prosperous, you, are prosper- 
ous; when we are not, you are not," is purposely misleading, for it 
equivocates the expression of an economic fact. What you should 
have said is this: "When Labor is prosperous, business is prosper- 
ous; when Labor is not prosperous, business cannot be pros- 
perous." 
The prosperity 
of Labor is conditioneid upon the 
demand for what Labor produces. The great consuming class 
which makes the demand for the products of Labor is the agricu^ 
tural class. Labor,, in turn, is the pricipal consumer of what the 
agricultural class produces. 
Thus Labor and Agriculture are the 
two great producing classes: the mutually dependeñt classes: the 
classes with common interests, which cannot be sepátated withóüt 
injury to both. 


Agriculture for a score of years has been suffering from de- 
pression^ that has constantly grown in interisity; The American 
farming class is to-day. debtrridden, while its products go to market 
at prices that barely pay the cost of production. The. American 
farmer has so far ceased to be a consumer of the products of labor; 
has so far been forced out of the markets as a stimulating buyer that 
the depression which jfirst bore him down has fallen with equal 
weight upon Labor, while none of the burden has been lifted frorá 
the farmer, 
American labor is suffering from the effects of the 
same dread, destroyer. 


The free coinage of silver will correct this stupendous evil. 
It 
will deliver the farmer from an ^ppreciating^ gold.^stand.ard:.which 
has been piimging him deeper into the vortex of debt, while steadily 
curteiling the debt-paying power of his products. 
It will not only ; 
arrest the vicious curr^i^cy contraction whÎGh, has, beep constantly 
progressing for the past three years, but will at; once au gênent the 
volume of money in free circulation^, thus stimulating business> pro- 
moting new enterprises, and by common method and in common 
measure widen the market and improve the values of the fruits of 
labor and the prpdycts of the farm. 


An irony yqu never.intended, gentlemen, is giv^n your appeal 
in its endorsement by the two leading pawnbrokers of this city, who 
assure us that "when they are prosperous, we are prosperous;" This 
symbolizes as nothing else could all that your appeal stands for. 
A short period more of the gqld standard and trusts and these scav- 
engers of hard times : will find fat picking in fields which the storms 
of financiar panic, and ruin have swept, 


Bimetallism is the issue of the present campaign—the republir 
can party sp declared-it.to be in the platform adopted at St. Louis. 
But no sooner had the Dempcratic party drawn sharply the proposi- 
tion to imniediately re-establish bimetallism in the United States than 
republican orators and republican newspapers began a mighty as- 
sault all along the line on not only American bimetallism, button bi- 
metallism, independent and internatipnaL 
The . entire republican 
campaign has been a defense of the single gold standard, and an 
effort to justify it historically and scientifically. 
There has been an 
universal denial by republican orators and organs that since the.gen- 
eral demonetization of silver by the .nation» in 1873, gold has appre- 
ciated in purchasing power, measured by the products of labor.

as Senator John Sherman, of Ohio, declared over his own signature, 
in a telegram to a citizen of that state, on August 22. 
The free coin- 
age of silver by the United States at the legal ratio of 16 to i will 
not only give prompt relief to present widespread distress, but give 
hostage for the future. 
Other nations will have no alternative but 
to follow or surrender their greatest commercial domain to the 
United .States,

Vanderbilt and Brice railroad interests, C. H. Newton for the Gould 
railroad interests, I. H. Case for the great Kimball Piano company 
(of Chicago), and other names stand for salaried officers of other 
outside corporations, who presume to dictate to workingmen of this 
city what their conduct shall be in the coming election. 


To give effect to the volume of endorsement to your appeal each 
of a number of your signers appears endorsed for by from three to 
half a dozen different concerns, in which they are sole or controlling 
owners.
